deficient in wit. This deficiency has been ascribed to various caufaes, 
iDme contending that our dullness was owing to our high northern 
Utitade, and the rigour of our climate.— According to the poet : 
** Our Northern country seldom tastes of wit, 
<* The too cold clime is Justly blamed for it." 

^ttt lime, which discovers most truths, has shomn that the Scots are 
« nation not destitute of wit and fancy, more than any other people 
in Europe. From the period of the reformation indeed, there seems 
to have been a kind of Boeotian mist that clojided the hemisphere of 
oar learning. The incessant quarrels of the clergy with Jamei VL 
in which the people took so deep an interest, engendered a s^erity o^ 
manners, and moroseness of character, ill suiting the sprightly sallies 
of wit and humour. The cruelties and severities exercised by the 
profligate Charles aftei*' his restoration, and his bigoted brother James, 

on the poor covenanters, converted the people into a nation of gloomy 
enthusiasts, where wit was crimbal, and humour profanity, 

" Nothing our hearts could move, or fancy bribe, 
« Except the gibberish of the canting tribe." 

But now that the days of religious animosity and intolerance are past* 
od away, and the despicable jargon in which it was carried on ftrgot- 
ten, Scottish wit shines out in its genuine lustre, founded upon good 
MM and a refined taste. 

We have had "the Spirit of English Wit," and «the Spirit of 
Irish Wit," collected into a focus, while the ip\nt voi^ %.^^\^K&!M ^ 
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Scottish wit has been left to evaporate in the desert air. This defect 
we have attempted in some measure to remedy by bringing forwtrd 
the following collection of Anecdotes, Bon Mots, Jests, Puns, and 
Droll Stories, no inconsiderable portion of which are original, which 
it is hoped will shew that the Scots are possessed of some wit, both 
in spirit and substance. To this we have added some curious articles 
of literature, and a pretty copious collection of Epitaphs and Inscrip- 
tions, both original and selected, the whole being more or less con- 
nected with Scothmd, and its language, making altogether a miscel- 
lany not ill suited to its title, '< a Haggis," which to our northern

In mockery of this device, Black Agnes cried a- 
loud to Salisbury, << Montague ! Montague ! be war, 
farry sail the Sow,"* She immediately ordered a huge

«tone was let fiill upon the English Sew, that it was dash- 
«d to pieces, and many of the assailants killed within i^ 
— Salisbury afterwards attempted to bribe one of the por- 
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ten' of the Castle to open the gate to the Engliih at an 
appointed time, which he piomised to do ; but secretly 
informed the Scota of his pretended treacliery. Wh«n 
therefore (says Fordon) the English commander was a- 
bout to enter the gate which was open, one John de Coup- 
iand, being more cunning than the rest, and suspecting 
danger, caught hold ot his master by the shoulders, push- 
ed him back, and leapt within the gate, whidi was im- 
mediately shut behind him. In tliis manner Salisbury es- 
capedy but not without being derided by Black Agnes, 
whe, while he hastened back to his camp, kept crying 
^ouft jeeringly, ** A Dieu Monseneour Montagow !"

Tlie Monastery of Holyrood was founded by David L 
of Scotland,. A. D. 1128; and the following account ii 
given from tradition we suppose, as the origin of its fouB* 
dation : — 

** The King, while hunting in the forest of Drununa- 
leh, one of the Royal forests which surrounded the rocks 
and hills to the east of the City of Edinburgh, on Hood- 
day or exaltation of the cross was attacked by a Stag, and 
would in all probability, have fallen a Sacrifice to the 
enraged animal, which overbore both faim and his horse, 
(as his attendants were left a connderable distance behind) 



when lo ! an arm, wreathed in a dark cloud, and display- 
ing a aou 6f the meet dazaling brilliancy, was interposed 
betwieeb theni, and the afirighted animal fled to tbe re- 
cesses of Ae forest in the greatest oojpfosion. This haw* 
hag pal an end to the chase, the Monarch repaired to the 
Castle of Edmburgh ; when, daring the night, in a dream, 
he was adiised^ as an act of gratitude for his deliverance^ 
to orect an Abbey, or a house for Canons regular, upcn 
die spot where this miractilous interposition had taken 
place**' ** In obedience to this visionary command, the 
Kjaag endowed tbe Monastery for Cancms regular of the 
Aitgustine order, a colony of whom he brought from an 
Abb^ of the same kind at St. Andrews^ ' and dedicated 
ys new estaUi^ment to the honour of the said cross; 
The celestial relic being left in bis possession^ was en- 
shiioed ia silver, and placed with great pomp and cere- 
mony upon the High Altar, where it remained for Ages, 
a source of comfort and riches to its numerous devoters ; 
till the fotal bitttle of Durham, A. D. IS46, when its vir- 
tues appear to have deserted its possessors, as it there fell 
into the hands of thie English, and was long preserved by 
them with zealous veneration in the Cathederal Church of 
Doibam, the texture of this cross was of such a nature, 
that none could tell of what materials it was composed, 
and in the lapse of age it has hitherto eluded the search 
of the antiquarian.

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I wish I could 8peak of tbe inn at Callandar as I ha^e 
spoken of that at Dollar ; but it is a mixed worlds inns 
and all, and we must take it as it comes. I mistook the 
golden head over the door for that of Galen or Hippocrap 
tes ; if it is not yours, it ought to be ; for the owner is 
certainly more indebted to you, than to either of these 
worthies, or to any merits of his own^ for his practice. 
All the varnish of this inn 18 insufficient to varnish its de- 
fects ; from the stable to ^he kitchen, and the kitchen to 
the parlour, and the parlour to the bed-room ; wants of 
all kinds, except pride and negligence ; and of bells, which, 
the more you ring, the more nobody will conle. But 
what is this to John Macpherson's inn, to which you may « 
go if you please, and whither, possibly, you may be com- 
pelled to go. It is a genuhie specimen of the Maclarty 
species ; and is indeed so generic, that it will serve, as 
well as Tyndrum or any other, for a model of what this 
kind of hostelry is and may be.

The water is resenred for the second course. It is good 
policy to plaee these various matters in all directions, be-' 
cause they conceal the defects of Mrs. Maclarty's table' 
cloth. By this time, the fire is dying ; Peggy waits till 
it is dead, and then the whole process of the peats and 
the petticoat is to be gone over again.

After we had emptied the third jug, Mrs. Grannie

Bd to John Welch, Minister of Ayr. Mrs. Welch seems 
' have inherited a considerable portion of her faliier's 
lirit^ ntkd she had her share of hardships similar to his. 
:er husband was one of those patriotic Ministers who re- 
ited the arbitrary measures pursued by James YI., for 
nBrtoming the goyemment and liberties of the Ftesby- 
rian Church of Scotland. Welch, and five of his breth- 
n, when called before the Privy Council, declined that 
mrt, as incompetent to judge the offence of wiiiidh ^bef 
ere accused, according to the laws of the kingdoiti ; ott 
hieh account ^y were iftdicted to stand' trial f6^tt^ 
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son at Linlithgow. Their trial was conducted in the most 
illegal and unjust manner. 

At midnight tbey were condemned to suffer the deatli 
of traitors. 

Leaving her children at Ayr, Mrs. Welch attended her 
husband in prison, and was present at Linlithgow, with 
the wives of the other prisoners, on the day of trial 
When informed of the Sentence, these heroines, instead 
of lamenting their fate, praised God who had given theii 
husbands courage to stand to the cause of their Master, 
adding, that, like Him, they had been judged and con- 
demned under the covert of night. 

The sentence of death having been changed into banish- 
ment, she accompanied her husband to France, where 
they remained for sixteen years. 

Having lost his health, and the Physicians informing 
him that the only prospect which he had of recovering it 
was by returning to his native country, Mr. Welch ven- 
tured, in the year 1622, to come to London^ But his 
own Sovereign was incapable of treating him with the 
generosity which he had experienced from the Frencb 
Monarch ; and, dreading tlie influence of a man who was 
far gone with a consumption, he absolutely refused to 
give him permission to return to Scotland. Mrs. Welch, 
by means of some of her mother's relations at court, ob- 
tained access to James, and petitioned him to grant this 
liberty to her husband. The following singular conversa- 
tion took place on that occasion. His Majesty asked her, 
who was her father. She replied, ** Mr. Knox.'' " Knox 
and Welch !" exclaimed he, << the devil never made such 
ar match as this !" <^Its right like, Sir," said she, "for we 
never speired his adviceJ* He «aW\ ber^ how many 
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^ildren her fiither had left ; and if they were lads, oi* 
laasee. She said, three, and they were all lasses. <* God 
be thanked f* cried the King, lifting up both his hands ; 
"for an they had been three lads, I had'^never bruthed 
|c my three kingdoms in peace." 

ft She again urged her request, that he would give her 
' ' faosbend his native air, << Give him the devil !" a morsel 
which James had often in his mouth. '' Give that to your 
hiii^;ry courtiers,** said she ; offended at his profaneness. 
He told her, at last, that if she would persuade her hus- 
band to submit to the Bishops, he would allow him to re- 
tttfD to Scotland. Mrs. Welch, lifting up her apron, 
and holding it towards the King, replied, in the true 
spirit of her father, << Rease your Majesty, I'd rather 
! hep his head th^re.'*

It was 
plajred to him when he went to bed, and he was awaken*" 
ed by it. At the restoration, however, BIythe Cockpen 
was forgotten, and he wandered upon the lands which he 
once owned in Scotland, poor and unfriended. Ke wrote 
to court, but his letters were never presented, or were 
not regarded. Wearied and incensed, he travelled to 
London, and placed himself in all public places, thinking 
the eye of his majesty might reach him. But he was qcy- 
er noticed, and his mean garb did not suit the rich and 
embroidered doublets of court, so he was insulted and 
pushed away from approaching the king's presence* AX 
length he attempted Ly cunning what he could not accom- 
plish by &ir dealing ; he ingratiated himself with the king'n 
organist, who was so enraptured with Cockpen's wit and 
powers of mueic, that he requested him to play on the 
organ before the king at divine service. Ho accordingly 
played with exquisite skilly yet never attracted his migea«

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ty's eye. But at the close of the serTice, histead of play-^ 
ing the common tune used^ he played up << Brose and 
Butter/' with all its energy and characteristic merriment. 
In a moment the astonished organist was ordered into the 
king's presence. '< My liege, it was not me ! it was not 
me !'* he cried, and dropped upon his knees. << You I" 
cried his majesty, in a delirium of rapture, ** You could 
never play it in your life — where's the man ? let me see 
him.** Cockpen presented himself on his knee. ^ Ah, 
Cockpen, is that you ? — Lord, man, I was like to dance 
coming out of the church V* — << I once danced too,** said 
Cockpen, " But that was when I had land of my own to 
dance on.** — ** Come with me," said Chaiies, taking him 
hy the hand, ** You shall dance to Srose and BuUer oa 
your own lands again to the nineteenth generation i* and 
he was as good as his promise.

The Highland insurgents of 1715 took methods of sup' 
p]3ring the want of a regular commissariat. The follow- 
ing anecdote^ which is derived from most respectable au- 
thority, the grand-niece of an eye* witness, will periiaps^ 
illustrate the fieu^t : — A party of recruits, marching down 
from their native mountains to join the Earl of Marr, and 
passing through the parish of Amgask (Perthshire) on a 
Sunday forenoon, suddenly discovered that their shoes 
were in great necessity of repair, or rather of renewal : 
and aomplained to their commander, that, unless previd- 



^ with a supply of these necessary articles, they did not 
believe they should be able to proceed. The officer felt 
the ddemma to be extreme, as it was at once necessary 
that his party should lose no time in getting to head-quar- 
ters, and impossible that they should procure the means 
of transporting them thither; the day being one upon 
which the tradesmen of the Lowlands would transact no 
secular business. He had the shrewdness, howeyer, or 
rather pelhaps the good luck, to bethink himself of an ex- 
pedient, by which the whole difficulty might be got oyer. 
He observed the parish church hard by ; he also heard 
the whole assembled musical powers of the parish makiiig 
it ring with psalmody. Confound them ! he thought, if 
they will not sell us new brogues, or mend our old ones, 
but sit droning there, we'll make them put us to rights in 
another way. He accordingly marched his men up to the 
church, led them in, commanded every man to help him- 
self according to his necessities ; showing the example, by 
seizing the shoes of the precentor. His precept and prac- 
tice together had such effect, that, in less than three min- 
utes, the shoes of the congregation were transfered to the 
feet of the Highlanders, and the unfortunate worshippers 
left to walk home barefooted as best they could.

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In tbft ](itter end of last autumn, I paid a visit to a near 
relation in a remote part of the parish of Houston and Kil- 
allan. When I entered his dwelling, I found him seated, 
with his library, (consisting of a Family Bible, WiUison's 
Balm of Gilead, the Crook in the Lot, and a large bunch 
or two of Ballads and History Books,) lying on an old ta- 
ble before him. He was poring over the Balm of Gilead ; 
but as soon as he percei^d me he shut the book, took tho 
spectacles from his nose, and gave me a hearty welcome. 
He has nearly reached his ^< three score and ten ;'* is very 
simple and inoffensive in his manners ; quite illiterate; but 
has his memory well stored with \ntch tales, ghost stor- 
ies, and anecdotes, preserved by tradition ; and of these 
he is very communicative. After satisfying my fnend with 
answers to his numerous questions concerning his relatives 
in Paisley, I expressed a de»re to see Kilallan kirk, which 
stands in the immediate vicinity of his farm. ** Ye can 
sune see diat, Robin, tod, an* an auld kirk it is,*' said he, 
lifting his Kilmarnock bonnet and his staff, and making 
for the door. On the road, I was annoyed with the lo- 
quacity of my friend, who entertained me, as he thought, 
with a long winded history of the kirk and the Barrochan 
family, in which things of a trifling nature were tediously 
detailed. *^ Yon*er it's^** said he, pointing to an antiquat- 
ed fabric, as we walked dowii an avenue leading to a farm 
house. " Why that has more the appearance of a bam 
than a kirk," said I ; but he assured me that it was the 
kirk, and of that I was convinced, by a belfray on the 
west gable of the building, and, on a nearer approach, by

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the tomb-stones attached to the mansions of the dead. 
AVe spent some time in vief^^ing this ancient huildinjr, 
which my friend a»«erted (on the authority of an English 
gentleman that had lately risited it) to be the ** aufdest 
parish kirk in Scotland, handing aff them that used, to be- 
lang to the Scarlet Whore." 

I endeavoured, by a learned dissertation on the word 
Kily to convince him that it had been a place of worship 
long before the Pope had any dominion is Scotland ; but 
my labour was lost. He bad heard of the Culdees in- 
deed, but he could see no connection, between Culdees 
and Kilallan : ** Howsomever/' bays he, ** I'll no dispute 
it — ye're a* sae learned about the town — but 1 doubt yen 
aftener leukin' after the house, than the woid tharsuld be 
preached in\ an' I*m thinkin' that o' the folk that comes 
to see this auld biggin*, frae whilk the candlestick has 
been removed this mony a year, there's unco few gangs 
to the kirk at hame.

The principal thing, however, that attracted my atten- 
tion, was an appendage that hangs from the wall, near 
the entrance to the kirk. It consists of an iron chain, and 
two pieces of the same metal, which, when joined togeth- 
er, form a circle. "What is this?" said I to my com- 
panion. " It*s the Jouffs,** he replied ; " but ye'll maybe 

so ken what the Jougs are.^ I assured him that I did

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not, and requested that he would inform me. '* 1*11 let 
ye ken a' that I ken about them. Ye see, they were us- 
ed lang syne for punishing fornicator and flyters.'* *What !' 
said I, did they punish flyters in the olden times?" "At- 
weel did they, and there wad be few fljters if they were 
punished now as they were then." ^* How were they 
punished ?" said I ; my curiosity being a little expited by 
the information of my friend. " Ye see," ssdd he, "the 
Jougs were putten round the neck o* the ane that was to 
stand, this way;" here he turned his back to the wall of 
the kirk« took the Jougs and put them round his neck — 
** them for fornication stood this way, whiles ae Sabbath, 
and whiles twa, just as they were respecket ; an* a won'- 
«rfu' hum'lin' thing it was, for every body leuked at them, 
ye may be sure, and there was nae leukin' awa.*' " It 
was certainly no enviable situation," said I, " to be so 
pent up, and stared at by those who no doubt looked on 
the crime as almost unpardonable." " But ill as this was,- 
it was naething like the punishing o' the flyters,*' coutin- 
ued he : " Ye see, forbye the jougs, the flyters had to 
stand wi' the Branks" " But what are the Branks ?" 
said I, interrupting the progress of his narrative. "I 
canna weel describe them to you," said he, a little pet- 
tishly ; " an' if yQ hae mouy mae questions o' the same 
kind to speer, yell hae to get some ither body to answer 
them." I apologized to him, and stated that he had so 
interested me with his description of the punishment of 
the flyters, that I was anxious to get a knowledge of the 
instrument. " Weel, weel, but ye'll no let a body tell ye 
about them wi* your questions : Weel, ye see, the branks 
as I was saying, were things that cam up the chal^^ 
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a piece o' iron as sharp 8 a chisel, which was putten in the 
mouth o* the ane that was to stand, and this was ca'd a 
fiyting bridle; and, my ttouth, they wadna flyte mudde 
wi' sic a mouthfii*/' I could not help smiling at my friend's 
description of the flyting-bridle, and asked him how long i 
it was since it was last used. << Na, that's miur ^lan I - 
can tell, bulr it*s a lang while sin* ony way. Johnny 
M'Clung, the Gaberlunzie that used to gang about this ' 
parish, tauld in my &ther*s house, that he had Imnr mind 
o* Girzie Paterson o' the Holmhead standing wi* the branks. 
Johnny was weel acquant, so as he said, baith w? Girzie 
and lier gudeman ; and he tauld a wheen won'erfu* queer 
stories about them : an* Tve seen my father diviert us a 
hale uicht just wi* the story o* Girzie aud the Branb. 
Girzie, ye see, was an only dochter, an* no orerly bonny, 
but she had a pickle siller, which helpit that a wee. Folk 
jaloused, — and no only jaloused, but said it, — that Jamie 
PatersoQ took her (br her siller ; be that as it may, Jamie 
didna live the life o' a dog wi' her, for the least haet wad 
a gart her gang up and down the house, rippetting and 
rampsging like an evil spirit ; an' no only that, but she | 
wada thumpit him^ Johnny used to say that he was ance 
unco Text for Jamie : Johnny, ye see, was aye gatin back 
an* firret ; so ae day when he gaed into Jamie*s, Girzie 
had ta'en ane o* her tirreveochs, and Johnny declared that 
she was kicking and dauding Jamie about like aucht : Now 
ye ken, the like o* that wadna be putten up wi* in our ain 
day, far less when they had the douking stool and the 
branhs for the punishing o* sic de'ils as Girzie ; so, ye see, 
Jamie, when he could thole nae langer, tauld the session 
about it, an' had her ta'en afore them, an* sic anitber

do ; so ye see they were just obliged to try her wi' the 
flytmg-bridle, an' Johnny Mdung said he wad never for- 
get the awfu' leuks. 6* Gir^e, when she had new gotten 
the bridle in her mouth : Her een stood in her head^ an* 
ber face was like a nor'-wast moon ; an' the big tears hap^ 
pit down her cheeks as ftuBt as they could rin, an' she leuk-

The criminal, dismayed at 
this intrepidity, fell at his feet, and acknowledged his 
guilt. The multitude, agitated and inflamed hy such de- 
pravity, would at once have sacrificed the wretch to their 
resentment, had not Wishart restrained theur violence.

He' 
po^fldBSsed' the fortunate ^[nalSficatioii 'of* turning both 'his 
talents and'eocenlricitie^ to aceotndt iii fmsiness, and'di^ 
not scruple to empldy his v^iJflt 6f poetry, in the recom*' 
pnendation of his humUe and fiuniliar wares^ He had tha 
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following ■pirited verses painted upon the front of a can* 

nister: 

ToUacco*s great virtues doth strangers unite, 
By snuffing, and chewing, and smoking a pipe ; 
lt*s food and it*8 physic, and cheers you when dullf 
And the best sort is sold you l^y Archie MaccouL 

Archie had another <^oe, besides the trade cf a Tobac- 
conisty that of receiving the money at the door of the Shis' 
ling-gallery in the Theatre Royal. He was the first that 
intimated to those in the Theatre, that the rioters of 1779 
had set fire to the Roman Catholic Chapel in Chalmer i 
Close. This he did, by opening the door (during the per- 
formance), and saying, '^Lads, they've set the Ripisb 
Chapel in a bleeze ;** whereupon the house was instantly 
cleared of the whole audience, some of whom ran up to 
the top of the Calton Hill and there got a fine view of tin 
Gonflagratioo.

About seventy years ago, an eccentric personage knewtf 
by the above name, was frequently seen on the streets of 
Edmburgh. He was^en.a man advanced in life, and 
was supposed to be somewhat insane. He carried under

It would have been surprisinc is- 
deed, if any respectable person died in Edinburgh, with- 
out Bailie Duff receiving intelligence of the event ! li'* 
a£Sirmed that never but once did he remain unapprised d 
such an occurrence. The funeral-company happened tt 
cross his path, as he was carrying a rake oftocUer hoov 
from a public well for his mother. Astonished that bi 
had not been made aware of the circumstance, he was •■ 
bout to run home for his lugubrious habiliments and weep 
^rs, but, reflecting that the best of the sport might be •• 
ver before he cotdd get back, he the next moment dete^ 
mined upon joining the procession as he was, and, a^

From fifty to thirty years ago, a personage, known by 
'T the popular name of Yaunff-fMmbs'tO'Selif used to be

^ toys, in the shape of lambs, with long wool upon their 
^ bodies, and possessing an attraction over and above all 
[2 other possible lamlis, in the gold spots with which it had 
, , pleased the ingenious fimcy of this travelling merchant to 
{ dot them over. In his right hand he usually carried one 
I of these gaudy figures, which he displayed, in at! its phas- 
i es and postures, to the longing gaze of many a surround- 
^ ing urchin ; and he sometimes varied Us exhibition, by 
^ twirling his walking-cane round his fingers, in a horizon- 
tal manner^ makiiig it circulate with inch rapidity, that 
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it was not distinctly visible to the eyes of the beholden. 
His laoibs. were much liked by the children of Edinburgh, 
and CMt only a halfpenny each, though he cried them at ; 
one penny« The truth is, he had the grace of selling 
them ati wln^t is qaUediA^^price, a trick since practised 
wixh fck^t by dealers in Belfast Almanacks, and vendars 
of. musip; . Hisi cry waa in rhyme, aud run thus : —

H^d I all the money that I could tell, 
I wadna be here wi' young lambs to sell ! 

The latter part of thn ditty had the honour of beiof 
quoted a few years ago, without reference to the origins^ 
authority, in the Hou^ tX" Co'mteoifts, by some member 
who was animadverting upon sinecures. . While the au- 
thor was absent from Edinburgh, npon one of his soutk* 
ern rambles, (for he wandered far and wide,) a report a« 
rose in Edinburgh, that he had murdered a female ofW 
fame, who disappeared in an unaccountable manner, a- 
bout the time Yowig-Ziambs'to^SeU had left the towa 
When he next came back, and waa made acquainted with 
this calumnious accusation, he was much surprised, but 
did not blendh from the scrutiny of the public eye. On 
the contrary, he appeai*ed bddly upon the streets, with 
his flock of glittering types of innocence, and only altaed 
his cry to the following effect r— - 

Young lambs to sell, young lamte to sdlt 
A penny a-piec^, young lambs to sell ! 
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Had I killed a woman, as some do tell, 
I wadna been here wi' yocmg lambs- to sell !
